Authors of the Monroe-Head 
Counterfeit Silver Certifi­ 
cate Are Arrested. 
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D ies F o r R evenue stam p * aud la r g e 
Quantal©* of Paper For Printing 
th e SpiiriouH Stuff Found In U n* 
canter, Fa. — T w o P rom in ent C igar 
M anufacturers Involved. 


Washington, April 20.—Probably the 
most important (aptore in the history 
of the secret service was made in Phila­ 
delphia by Chief John E. Wilkie aud his 
agents when they arrested A rthur Tay 
lur and Baldwin S. Bredell, the makers 
of the famous counterfeit “ Monroe- 
head” $100 silver certificate. 
These ar­ 
rests wore followed yesterday by the 
capture in Lancaster. Pa., of William 
M. Jacobs and William L, Kendig, two 
prominent Camden cigar m anufacturers, 
and James Burns, who M as in Jacobs’ 
employ. 
There were also captured t he original 
plate from which the silver certificates 
Hero printed, a new #100 counterfeit 
plate and a new |00 plate, and also three 
sets of plates for the printing of counter­ 
feit revenue stamps, rolls and other par- 
apheroalia, aud about 5 tons of (viper 
and a large ninon ut of counterfeit stamps. 
The “ Monroe lo a d ” plate and also the 
stamp plates and other materials were 
found in Lancaster, where the printing 
was dona. 
The plates for the new *100 
note and the #*V) not** were found in 
Philadelphia, 
The officials have taken 
possession of the factories of th. cigar | a,,mit,. 
makers and have also attache I their 
bank account. 
Taylor and Bredell, it is 
said, were captured while actually at 
work on the new plates. 
They are 
young Lieu who ei re employed in Phil­ 
adelphia at different times, but recently 
ttarted in business for themselves. They 
are said to be expert engravers aud 
never bef re have been under suspicion. 
The men will be bmnght before the 
I tilted Mates o nu tai-stoner aud un­ 
doubtedly will In* brought t«> trial at the 
earliest possible moment. 
They are mid 
to I tare confessed that less than *10,000 
of the famous notes were put in circula­ 
tion. 
The silver certificate, which was first 
discovered a year ago Diet fall by an offi. 
cia! of the subtreasury at Philadelphia, 
was probably the most dangerous coun­ 
terfeit ever put in circulation, and even 
the experts of the government for a long 
time were undecided as to whether the 
note was genuine or counterfeit. 
Sec­ 
retary Gage recognised the very great 
danger of this new note and at once 
called iii the entire barm of i u i y mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Plans were Md on foot to apprehend 
the counterfeiters, and, acting on the 
advice of Assistant Secretary Vander- 
lip, John L. \N ii kit*, a newspaper wye** 
of Chicago, who was known to have 
done aome very clever detective work, 
was sent fear and placed in charge of the 
secret service bureau. 
He immediately 
laid his plans and on Feb. I, 1898, found 
the clew which resulted in the capture 
of the counterfeiters.

United States Attorney James M. 
Beck of Philadelphia was present to con­ 
duct the government’s case.

charged with counterfeiting an internal 
revenue stamp for the payment of ta? 
upon 30 cigars and a United States sil­ 
ver certificate of the denomination of

They were also charged with 
having equipped a factory here for the 
manufacture of paper. 
In addition to 
those charges Kendig is charged with 
entering into a conspiracy with Taylor 
and Bedell, who were arrested in Phila­ 
delphia, to make and engrave plates to 
be used in counter!citing. 
Mr. Beck 
asked that the bail be placed at a high 
figure, saying that it was the most dan­ 
gerous 
counterfeiting

ever 
evolved in this country. The operations, 
he said, were unparalleled in their au­ 
dacity and in the mechanical ingenuity 
displayed, the most expensive in the 
history of the government in th$ last 25 
years. 
He said it was apparent that 
Brailler and K lei uord Ii liger were merely 
tools and he asked that they be released.

Philadelphia, A pril20. —Unexpectedly 
to almost every person interested, the 
prosecution in the trial of 
States Senator Quay for 
closed its case late yesterday atter nine 
days fall of argum ent, clashes of coun­ 
sel and testimony largely of an expert 
nature. The general expression of opin­ 
ion had been that the trial would drag 
through many more days, and when 
District Attorney Rot herm el announced 
that he had concluded, there were ex­ 
pressions of surprise from all parts of 
the courtroom. 
The end came just one 
hour before the n.-ual hour of adjourn­ 
ment, aud after a brief consultation 
among counsel for the defense and 
Judge 
Biddie, the latter adjourned 
court in order that Mr. Quay's lawyers 
might have time to oonsider what steps 
they shall take with respect to the pre­ 
sentation of their side. 
Trom the evidence already presented, 
it is apparently evident that the com­ 
monwealth dep u d s largely for convic-! 
lion u p n the testimony of its e x p rt, i 
Meyer Goldsmith, as to his interpreta­ 
tions of th-- accounts “ in the red book” 
and other t*s*ks of the Pe- >ple\*> bauk, 
and up in the jury's opinion of the books, ' 
I«JST.-, lett- r-. telegrams und checks 
offered in evidance. 
As to what extent 
the testimony of the defense’s expert, 
should he be called, may offset Mr. ! 
Goldsmith s testimony remains to be 
seen.

This was 13 less than the number neces­ 
sary to a choice and he never came 
nearer an election during the more than 
three months of the struggle. 
No such 
bitter political contest was probably 
ever before waged in this country. The 
fight has been distinctly on Quay and 
auti-Quuy linos and both sides had num ­ 
erous rcpreseutrrives here at all rimes 
keeping a close watch on the members 
aud on each other. 
Both sides promise 
that the contest for supremacy will be 
carried into every eouuty in the state 
aud waged incessantly nu til final sn- 
premacy is assured. 
The next fight will 
he on chairmanship of the state. 
After 
that will came the battle for the control 
of state convention which will nominate 
a candidate for state treasurer.
